Finally we struck 
the earth, the forward end of the car 
at right angles with the track and 
settled to a standstill.”

WAGE INCREASE 


This Will Be the Basis of Tom Lewis's 
Platform in Coming Campaign. 
Wheeling, W. Va., Oct. 21 ~~T. L. 
Lewis, former president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, who has 
been announced as a candidate for re­ 
election, said here that a part of his 
platform before the next international 
eon vent ion at Indianapolis would be a 
demand for an increase In the rates 
for mining. He said the miners would' 
ask $1 a ton for pick mined coat and 
75 cents, a ton 
for machine work. 
Present rates are 95 cents and 55% 
cents respectively. 


Our object in the feeding and care 
of the colt should 
be to secure a 
sturdy body, hard, strong bone, and 
an active, vigorous disposition. 
In 
other words, we want the largest and 
strongest development possible at m a­ 
turity. 
W ithout the liberal use of 
suitable feeds in combination with 
sensible care and m anagem ent this re­ 
sult will be Impossible. 
To stim ulate rapid growth and the 
strongest development, the young colt 
should be given the opportunity of eat­ 
ing dry food at an early age. When 
one month old he will usually exhibit 
an interest in his mother’s feed box 
at meal time. 
A good way to encour­ 
age the colt to eat is to place the 
mother’s feed box low enough for the 
youngster to reach. 
In a short time 
his capacity will demand a separate 
trough and an individual ration. 
The demands of the colt are large­ 
ly for bone and 
muscle and nerve 
building material. 
It is Impossible to 
grow tough feet, 
flinty 
bone, and 
strong elastic muscle upon corn and 
timothy hay alone, especially when 
exercise and pastures are not what 
they should be. 
Prior to weaning the 
maximum supply of the mother’s milk 
should be sought by lodgment in her 
work and a plentiful supply of good 
•oats and a little bran. If the energies 
of the mother are conserved as much 
as possible and if she Is naturally a 
good milker we have the most import* 
ant conditions for rapid growth in the 
colt. 
Add to this about all the oats 


the colt will clean up twice or three 
times a day, with access to a grass 
paddock, and the results should be 
most favorable. 
Corn should be fed 
In very small quantities, if at all. 
It 
tends more to fattening than to growth. 
The best results are usually obtained 
when oats, bran and timothy hay con­ 
stitute the main reliance. 
In the ab­ 
sence of bran a handful of oil meal 
will be found very desirable. 
A little 
salt should be supplied two or threo 
times per week, or better still, made 
constantly accessible. 
The amount of grain to supply the 
colt before and after weaning should 
be determ ined by the appetite and 
condition of the colt. 
No more should 
be given than will 
be 
cleaned up 
promptly. 
No harm will come from 
allowing the young colt hay at will, 
though it is usually wise to limit this 
I part of the ration when older, espe­ 
cially *f he has a tendency to over­ 
gorge. 
Liberal grain feeding should be con­ 
tinued until the colt is well estab­ 
lished on pasture the succeeding sum­ 
mer. 
Grain is never used more profit­ 
ably than When fed to a well-bred 
colt. 
Good feeding alone, 
however, 
will never develop the hest in any 
young animal. 
This Is especially true 
of the colt. 
Judicious feeding m ust 
be supplemented by abundant ex or* 
cija, with clean, sanitary conditions, 
to guarantee the well-balanced de­ 
velopment of bone, “wind” and muscle 
-the essential things 
in 
a 
good 
horse of whatever class or type.

The successful organization of a 
cooperative creamery should not start 
with the selling of stock, but with an 
accurate cow census. 
It should he 
determ ined by those interested in the 
success of the cream ery how many 
cows can be depended upon to fur­ 
nish milk for 
the 
cream ery 
when 
started* 
The 
cream ery 
should 
not | 
be started unless between 350 and 
400 dairy cows are available. 
The location of the community with 
respect to large dairy m arkets should 
be considered. 
If located within ship­ 
ping distance of city milk plants or 
large private creameries, 
the 
suc­ 
cess 
of the 
cooperative 
cream ery 
may be doubtful. 
In fact, the co­ 
operative creamery is really unneces­ 
sary in such cases because the com­ 
petition of two private 
cream eries 
will insure the highest price possible. 
If a sufficient num ber of cows are 
available and the cream ery seems to 
be needed, the next step is the selling 
of the stock. 
A dairymen s picnic 
or meeting may be held and some suc­ 
cessful farm ers or m em bers of the 
dairy departm ent of the experim ent 
station asked to explain the advan­ 
tages of the creamery and of dairy 
farming. 
At this meeting a commit­ 
tee may be appointed 
for 
selling 
stock. 
When sufficient stock is sold, 
a meeting of stockholders may be 


held'' aud officers elected, 
The offi­ 
cers should be elected because 
of 
business ability along dairy lines. 
The manager Should be a man know­ 
ing seen thing about cream ery opera­ 
tion, if possible, and in a position to 
give much of his time to cream ery 
work. 
The m anager should be al­ 
lowed to visit other cream eries at 
the com pany's expense, and learn how 
they are run. 
The butterm aker should next be se­ 
cured, and much depends upon his 
selection. 
He can best be secured 
through the assistance 
of 
a 
dairy 
school. 
An efficient man should bo 
secured, although 
a higher 
salary 
m ust be paid than for some one with 
fewer 
recommendations. 
The but­ 
term aker may assist in the planning 
and building of the cream ery and the 
purchasing of the cream ery machin­ 
ery. 
Cooperation 
of stockholders 
and 
patrons of the cream ery should be 
secured by occasional cream ery pic­ 
nics and dairy meetings. Every stock­ 
holder should be made to feel that 
his help is needed and that a part 
of the cream ery belongs to him. The 
success of the 
creamery 
depends 
upon hearty cooperation, which can 
only be secured where the farm ing 
community is .composed of courteous, 
| neighborly people.

H A SH RETREAT 


Republicans Win Victory On Han- 


w Field. 


EVEN DROVE GUN BOATS OFF 


Imperialists Were Decisively Defeated 
in a Brisk Battle and Revolutionists 
Push Their Success on to Other 
Fields in Hope cf Blocking Progress 
of the Emperor’s Troops Southward 
Toward the Scene of Uprising. 


Pekin. Oct. fit.—The telegraph wires 
are cut south of Kwangshui. 
The im­ 
perialists were defeated in the fighting 
of W ednesday and Thursday around 
Hankow. 
There is a rebel movement 
afoot 
to 
outflank 
two 
imperialist 
troops. 
The republicans are endeav­ 
oring to capture Kwangshui, as the 
success cf the plan would mean the 
occupation of the im portant passes, 
thus blocking the progress southward 
of the imperialist troops on the H an­ 
kow & Pekin railroad. 
The govern­ 
m ent baa ordered 25,000 more troops 
sent to tile front* 
The runs on the 
native banks continue and trade is at 
a standstill.- 


Kiukiang. Oct* 21.—The revolution­ 
ists, who are in possession of the im­ 
perialists’ camp, gained a decisive vic­ 
tory in T hursday’s fighting. 
The Chi­ 
nese w arships have withdrawn down 
the Yangtse river, the crews having 
become strongly disaffected. The cas­ 
ualties in the engagem ent were slight, 
but immense fires were caused by the 
shells in Hankow. 
H itherto the rebel forces have been 
victorious and hold the field. On Wed­ 
nesday they forced the imperialists to 
fall back upon their camp. 
In the 
afternoon the Chinese gunboats made 
a move and opened fire, but fired wide. 
At night the Republicans were rein­ 
forced and 
took a strong position. 
Five thousand strong they advanced 
upon the Imperialists’ camp. 
The re­ 
sistance was small. 
The gunboats, 
after a few ineffective shots, became 
mere 
onlookers. 
The 
im perialists’ 
camp was deserted when the republi­ 
cans came up, but the relate, suspect­ 
ing a ruse, fired in all directions and 
then unshed on quickly and entered 
the camp* 
Finding the camp deserted, the skir­ 
m ishers shouted and the main body, 
with banners, came up jubilant. 
Tile 
rebels a t once set about intrenching 
the camp, which is three miles from 
Hankow. 
The loyalists are reported 
at a place seven miles further off. 
During the fighting at Hankow the 
Red Cross started to work with Chi­ 
nees helpers for the first time in his­ 
tory. Parties were stationed near the 
scene of action. Organization for ac­ 
tual work in the field is not. yet com­ 
pleted and the Red Cross has not se­ 
cured recognition from the imperial­ 
ist leaders, consequently many wound­ 
ed imperialists were left on the field 
and subsequently killed and m utilat­ 
ed by civilian sympathizers of the re­ 
volt. 
The foreign nurses are staying 
to take care of the wounded, although 
the consuls have advised them to 
leave. 
The mission hospitals have 
been made Red Cross stations.

Rev. Richeson, a Popular Ycupg Bap­ 


tist Minister, Engaged to Two Gins, 


Found His Wedding Day Approach* 


ina, and Police Charge That First 


Love Was Put Out of the Way to 


Avoid Possible Entanglement. 


Boston, Oct. 21.—Upon the charge cf 
murdering Miss Avis Linnell of Hyan- 
nisport, a former sweetheart, Clarence 
Thompson Richeson, an ordained cler­ 
gyman of the Baptist denomination, 
thirty-one years old and pastor of Im­ 
manuel Baptist church of Cambridge, 
is locked in a cell at the Charles street 
jail and will remain there until Oct. 
31, when he will be given a hearing in 
the municipal court. 
Richeson is charged with furnishing 
a nineteen-year-old girl to whom he is 
said to have been engaged to be mar­ 
ried and who in the course of six 
months’ time w ould-have become a 
mother, with cyanide of potassium. 
The inference is that he told her that 
by taking the deadly drug she would 
bring about a desired change in her 
physical condition, when in reality he 
furnished the cyanide, deceiving the 
girl as to the nature of its effect, for 
the express purpose of causing her 
death so that no entanglement might 
exist which could possibly prevent his 
marriage to Miss Violet Edmands of j 
Brookline, whose father is a million- j 
aire. 
Minister Bought Deadly Drug. 


It is hard to conceive of a clergyman 
of any faith committing a capital 
crime, but it is more inconceivable to 
imagine that a minister of the gospel 
could go to a druggist and with the 
purpose of m urdering a young girl up­ 
permost in his mind, say to the man 
from whom be purchased the deadly 
cyanide: 
“I want to kill a dog that 
Is going to have pups,*’ and then when 
the transaction is concluded, invite the 
druggist to attend the wedding which 
was to he made possible by the killing 
of Miss Linnell. That was the remark 
Richeson is alleged to have made to 
William Ban, a Newton Center drug­ 
gist, with whom he became acquaint­ 
ed when a student at the Newton The­ 
ological sec!nary, on the night of Oct. 
IO, when he visited the druggist and 
secured the poison. 
Miss Linnell was living at home in 
Hyannisport when Richeson became 
pastor of the Hyannis Baptist church 
in 1909. 
It was his first pastorate. 
Among those who worshipped at the 
church was Avis Linnell. 
She was a 
pretty girl and a student at the normal 
school in the town. The youthful and 
good-looking 
clergyman 
paid 
her 
marked attention, and it soon became 
understood that the couple were en­ 
gaged. 
Avis showed a diamond ring 
which the clergyman gave her. Riche­ 
son became pastor of the Cambridge 
church in June, 1910, having supplied 
the pulpit for several weeks and his 
eloquence winning the congregation. 


Engaged to Another. 


After Richeson left Hyannis to come 
to Cambridge, and upon his recom­ 
mendation the girl came to Boston to 
study music at the New england con­ 
servatory. 
She roomed and boarded 
at the Young Women’s Christian as­ 
sociation, where the minister frequent­ 
ly saw her. 
Last spring, when Riche- 
son’s enpagomentto Miss Edmands, 
daughter of Moses G. Edmands. a 
wealthy resident of the Chestnut Hill 
section of Brookline, was announced, 
much astonishment was expressed by. 
Miss Linnell*! friends in Boston and 
at Hyannis. They noticed that she no 
longer wore her engagement ring, hut 
she explained by saying that Richeson 
had taken it to a jeweler to be cleaned 
and reset. 
Mrs. Linnell says that 
Richeson denied to her within a few 
days that he was engaged to Miss Ed­ 
mands, and expressed his love for 
Avis. 
She believed him. 
Richeson is 
said to have taken Miss Linnell out to 
lunch frequently, and the day before 
she died was at the South station talk­ 
ing earnestly with him, according to 
a railroad emploe who knew them 
both. 
Girl Found Dying. 


On Saturday night Miss Linnell ap­ 
peared in a happy frame of mind at 
her lodgings. 
Her associates at the 
Y. W. C. A. say that after supper she 
went to her room. 
A short time after­ 
ward heavy breathing was heard in a 
bathroom. 
The door was forced by 
some of the young women and Miss 
Linnell was found unconscious in a 
chair with her feet and ankles im­ 
mersed in hot water. Miss Patterson, 
superintendent of the association, had 
Dr. Mary Hobart summoned. The lat­ 
ter took one look at the girl and then 
said: 
“Where is her fiancee? 
Get 
him here at once. 
This is the place 
for him.” 
A few minutes later Miss 
Linnell 
was 
dead. 
Richeson 
was 
called on the telephone and notified 
of the girl’s death, but declined to go 
to the Y. W. C. A., remarking that he 
did not know’ why he should be called 
in the matter. 
On Sunday night Richeson went to 
the home of Miss Edmands, his fian­ 
cee, in Brookline, and there he re­ 
mained in seclusion. When the colics
